1. This communication is in response to applicant's 01/10/2005 amendment in the 
application of Cain et al. for a "System, device, and method for receiver access control in a 
multicast communication system" filed 09/13/2000. The proposed amendments has been entered 
and made of record. Claims 1, 16, 27, 41 and 55-61 have been canceled per applicant's request, 
and claims 517, 25, 29, 43, 49 have been amended. The claims have been amended to include 
the allowable subject matter set forth in the office action mailed on 10/18/2004.
